The Council have pleasure in presenting to the members the usual 
Annual Report on the progress and general condition of the Institute. 

Members. —Twenty new members have been elected since the date 
of the last Report. In 1884 the number of elections was 23, and 
in 1883, 12. The losses, which are unusually heavy, may be classi¬ 
fied as follows: from death, 5 ; from resignation, 8; and from non¬ 
payment of subscription for two consecutive years, ri; making 24 in 
all. The total number standing on the roll of the Institute at the 
present time is 300. 

The Council are sorry to state that the list of deaths includes the 
names of several members who have occupied official positions in 
connection with the Institute, or who have been amongst its most 
notable benefactors. Mr. T. Macffarlane for many years filled the 
office of auditor, with credit to himself and the Institute. Mr. Heale 
was twice elected President, in addition to a service of long standing 
on the Council. To his active and zealous exertions and ever-ready 
advice and assistance the Society is indebted for much of its progress 
during past years. Finally, in Mr. J. T. Mackelvie the Institute has 
lost a member who more than any other has enriched the Museum 
and Library with donations, and whose munificence in providing for 
the establishment and maintenance of an Art Gallery will always 
endear his name to the people of Auckland. 

Finance. —The Treasurer’s balance-sheet, which is appended to 
this Report, gives a full statement of the financial position of the 
Institute. The total revenue of the general account has been ^975 
is. 8d. In 1884 the amount was ^687 is. 6d. The receipts from 
the invested funds of the Costley bequest have been ^582 10s. iod., 
and the members’subscriptions, etc., ^263 ns. The last item is 
under the average of the previous three or four years, but it is hoped 
that the falling off is only temporary. The expenditure has been 
larger than was anticipated, being increased by several unforeseen 
payments. The total amount is ^1078 3s. 3d., leaving a balance of 
^103 is. 7d. due to the Bank of New Zealand. 

Museum Endowment. —A sum of ^900, received during the pre¬ 
vious year from sales of small portions of the landed endowment of 
the Museum, has been invested in mortgage on good freehold security. 
Several small blocks have also been sold during the present year, but 
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the proceeds are yet in the hands of the Government. The Council 
regret that it has not been possible to realise a larger proportion of 
the capital sum of the endowment, but it is difficult to dispose of 
country lands to advantage at the present time. 

Incorporation of the Institute. —It has long been felt that the 
real properly of the Institute was held in a most unsatisfactory manner, 
and with the view of improving the position of affairs the Council 
have frequently had the matter under their consideration. At first 
it was proposed to incorporate either the whole body of the Institute 
or the Council; but, on legal advice being taken, it appeared that 
serious technical difficulties existed. Ultimately it was decided to 
vest the whole of the real and personal property of the Institute in the 
Trustees appointed under the Museum Endowment Act, and to obtain 
their incorporation under the provisions of the Religious, Charitable, 
and Educational Trust Boards Act, 1884. At a special general meet¬ 
ing, summoned for the purpose, the additional rules were passed 
authorising this course, and the Trustees have since been formally 
incorporated under the name of “ The Auckland Institute and Museum 
Trust Board.” In order to avoid possible conflict of authority, care 
has been taken that the Trustees can only act in accordance with the 
resolutions of the governing body of the Institute.

The use of the Lecture Room has been granted to the newly formed 
Microscopical Society for its meetings, in which considerable interest 
has been taken. 


Museum. —The attendance of visitors continues to increase in a 
satisfactory ratio. With the view of obtaining statistics, the Curator 
has had the number counted on each Sunday, and occasionally on 
weekdays. The total attendance on Sundays has been 6,890, or an 
average of 130 for each day. On weekdays the average attendance 
has been about 60, making a total for the year of 18,720, or, includ¬ 
ing Sundays, of 25,610. Childien are not included in the above 
enumeration. 

Many interesting additions and donations have been made to the 
Museum ; but as a complete list is appended to the Report, it is not 
necessary to describe them in detail here. Particular attention has 
been given to the formation of collections illustrating the fauna of 
New Zealand, and it is hoped that before long tolerably complete 
collections in each division may be exhibited to the public. Arrange¬ 
ments have also been made for exchanges with several foreign 
Museums, and large consignments are now on their way from both 
Europe and America. 

The Council have special pleasure in drawing attention to the 
handsome Maori “ Pataka,” or chief’s carved storehouse, deposited 
in the Museum by Mr. F. D. Fenton. This is probably the most 
perfect example of its kind now extant, and possesses historical asso¬ 
ciations of an interesting character. The thanks of the people of 
Auckland are certainly due to Mr. Fenton for having rescued it from 
neglect and impending decay, and placed it in a position of compara¬ 
tive safety. The Maori war-canoe presented by the Government to 
the Museum has been brought from the native settlement at Orakei, 
where it had been lying for so many years, and placed in a canoe- 
house erected at the south side of the Museum. Arrangements have 
been made for refitting it in accordance with old Maori style. 
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In connection with this subject, it may be mentioned that it is 
intended to put together as complete a collection as possible of spe¬ 
cimens illustrating the manners and customs of the Maori race. No 
time is to be lost in doing this, for very few years will make it impos¬ 
sible to secure many articles once in common use. The Council 
tTust to have the active co-operation of the members in this matter. 

Art Collections. —Members are doubtless aware that the late 
Mr. J. T. Mackelvie made provision in his will for the erection of an 
independent Art Gallery to contain the paintings, etc., deposited by 
him in the Museum. Until the trustees under the will are in a posi¬ 
tion to erect the building, the collections will remain in the Museum 
on deposit as before. 

The Council have to acknowledge the presentation by Mr. George 
Graham of an excellent life-size photograph by Mayall of the well- 
known philanthropist Sir Moses Montefiore, taken on his ninety-ninth 
birthday. 

Library. — It is to be regretted that the new regulations issued by 
the Government have precluded the Institute from obtaining a share 
of the annual grant distributed under the Public Libraries Subsidies 
Act. A considerable expenditure has been incurred during the year 
in binding the arrears of periodical literature, magazines, etc., so that 
few purchases of books have been made. Arrangements have been 
made for regularly subscribing to the publications of the chief English 
scientific societies, and a first instalment will shortly arrive from 
London. 

Thanks. —Before concluding the Report, the Council wish to 
tender the thanks of the Institute to the numerous donors to the 
Museum and Library whose names are mentioned in the appended 
list ; also to Messrs. W. K. Graham & Co. and Mr. Hugh Craig, for 
their valued services as agents of the Institute in London and San 
Francisco. Thanks are also due to the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company and the New Zealand Shipping Company for their liberality 
in carrying freight-free all packages intended for the Museum.
